For  the  Year  ending  December  31,  1899.

Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  to  you  my  Report  of  Sanitary 
Work  and  Vital  Statistics  for  the  year  ending  31st 
December,  1899. 

During  the  year  746  deaths  occurred,  and  1,372 
births  were  registered. 

The  death  rate  was  18*72  per  thousand  of 
population,  against  20*05  the  average  for  the 
previous  nineteen  years. 

The  birth  rate  was  34*91  per  thousand  of 
population,  against  40*25,  the  average  for  the 
previous  nineteen  years. 

The  death  rate  is  53*33  per  cent,  of  the  birth 
rate,  against  47*48,  the  average  for  the  previous 
nineteen  years. 
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The  number  of  deaths  under  five  years  of  age 
was  396,  being  53*08  per  cent,  of  the  total  deaths, 
against  52*43,  the  average  for  the  previous  nineteen 
years. 

The  number  of  deaths  under  one  year  to  one 
thousand  births  was  201,  against  165,  the  average 
for  the  previous  eighteen  years. 

22  deaths  were  of  persons  over  80  years  of  age, 
14  males  with  an  average  of  83  years,  and  8 females 
with  the  same  average,  83  years.  39  deaths  were 
certified  by  coroner’s  inquest,  or  order,  by  much 
the  lowest  on  record. 

Of  the  45  deaths  at  Easington,  24  were  at  the 
Workhouse  ; 4 from  tubercle,  including  a child  of 
4 years  ; one  middle-aged  person  from  pneumonia  ; 
and  the  rest  from  the  natural  defects  of  old  age. 

The  deaths  from  the  principal  zymotic  diseases 
(excluding  diarrhoea)  were  1*52  per  thousand  of 
population,  against  2*20,  the  average  for  the  previous

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Smallpox. — No  case  of  this  disease  has 
occurred  in  the  district  during  the  year. 

Measles. — This  made  its  first  appearance 
for  the  year  at  Kelloe,  in  February.  In  March  it 
reached  South  Hetton  and  Haswell.  In  April  it  got 
to  Thornley,  Wheatley  Hill,  and  Murton.  In  June  it 
reached  Wingate  and  Station  Town.  The  scattered 
township  of  Castle  Eden  was  not  attacked  until 
September,  when  it  was  so  prevalent  that  the  schools 
were  closed  for  a month.  The  epidemic  extended 
to  about  1,500  cases,  but  they  were  generally  of  a 
mild  nature.  The  case  mortality  amounted  to  T3 
per  cent.,  which  is  more  favourable  than  in  previous 
epidemics.  There  were  seven  cases  in  the  Work- 
house,  which  were  removed  to  the  fever  hospital. 
The  district  has  been  quite  free  since  October. 

Whooping  Cough. — There  were  a few 
scattered  cases  throughout  the  whole  district  in  the 
first  half  of  the  year,  but  its  appearance  in  epidemic 
form  was  limited  to  Wingate  and  Hesleden  in  the 
second  quarter.  The  subjects  were  all  children 
under  five  years  of  age,  and  since  July  the  district 
has  been  quite  free  from  it. 

Scarlet  Fever. — In  the  previous  year  the 
incidence  of  this  disease  in  the  district  was  the  lowest 
on  record.  This  year  it  is  the  highest  since  1894. 
The  district  is  never  free  from  it  in  a scattered 
form.  This  year  it  was  very  severe  at  South  Hetton 
in  January  and  February.  In  March  it  began  to 
travel  to  the  south-west  of  the  district.  In  August 
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it  had  almost  disappeared,  as  it  usually  does  when 
children  spend  more  time  in  the  open  air.  In 
October  it  spread  extensively  in  Wingate  and 
Hesleden,  and  is  still  very  prevalent.  Although 
the  number  of  cases  was  large  they  were  mostly  of 
a mild  nature.  The  case  mortality  was  only  3*5 
per  cent.,  which  is  less' than  that  of  any  previous 
epidemic.  Curiously,  at  Murton,  though  a populous 
village,  there  was  not  a single  case.  Every 
effort  was  made  to  prevent  the  spread  ; disinfection 
and  discontinuing  attendance  at  school  by  children 
from  infected  houses  ; but  the  most  important 
precaution — removal  to  the  isolation  hospital — was 
not  permitted  in  any  case. 


Diphtheria. — Five  cases  of  this  were  notified, 
four  at  Seaham,  in  two  houses.  No  history  of 
infection  could  be  traced,  but  the  houses  in  which 
they  occurred  were  very  dirty.  The  remaining 
case  was  at  Haswell.  No  history  could  be  obtained 
in  this  either.  They  were  all  mild,  and  recovered. 

Membranous  Croup. — One  solitary  case  of 
this  occurred  at  Murton,  of  short  duration,’  fatal, 
and  not  associated  with  anything  similar. 

Typhus  Fever. — No  case  of  this  has  occurred 
for  six  consecutive  years. 

Enteric  Fever. — Excepting  the  previous 
year,  there  has  been  a steady  decline  of  this  disease 
since  1893,  when  its  incidence  was  8T  per  thousand 
of  population.  This  year  it  was  0*8  per  thousand 
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of  population.  It  was  also  less  virulent  than  in  the 
previous  year  ; the  case  mortality  was  18*1  per 
cent,  against  29*8.  Combined  with  continued  fever, 
the  case  mortality  was  16*3  per  cent,  against  19*0 
the  previous  year.  Each  case  was  ‘the  subject  of 
special  enquiry,  to  ascertain,  if  possible,  its  origin 
and  note  its  surroundings.  In  one  case  the  patient 
was  brought  into  the  district  while  suffering  from 
the  disease,  in  three  it  had  been  contracted  while 
living  outside  the  district.  No  case  was  connected 
with  milk.  Unlike  the  experience  of  all  former 
years,  no  case  could  in  any  way  be  attributed  to  a 
contaminated  water  supply.  The  33  cases  of  the 
year  occurred  in  30  houses,  three  having  two  each, 
thereby  showing  less  virulence  than  in  the  previous 
year.  There  were  seven  in  the  first  quarter,  one  in 
the  second,  16  in  the  third,  and  9 in  the  fourth. 
All  the  cases  were  in  six  villages. 


In  January  there  were  five  cases  : four  at 
Seaham,  three  in  the  same  area  so  fertile  in  cases 
the  year  before,  and  one  in  a part  hitherto  free. 
One  man  at  South  Hetton  (Haswell)  in  a clean 
house  with  no  history  except  that  the  scavenging 
about  it  had  been  some  time  before  inefficient.  In 
February  there  were  no  cases.  In  March  there 
were  two  cases  at  Thornley,  in  a house  where  there 
had  been  a case  some  months  before.  In  April 
there  were  no  cases.  In  May  there  was  one  case 
at  Murton.  The  house  was  clean  and  free  from 
any  suspicious  surroundings  ; fortunately,  as  he 
was  a lodger,  prompt  removal  to  the  hospital  was 
easily  secured.  In  June  and  July  there  were  no 
cases.  In  August  there  was  one  case  at  Seaham. 
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The  disease  did  not  originate  there,  but  was  brought, 
ill,  from  outside  the  district.  It  was  removed  to 
the  hospital. 

In  September  there  were  15  cases.  One  at 
South  Hetton  in  satisfactory  sanitary  surroundings  ; 
two  at  Seaham,  in  very  clean  and  roomy  houses, 
but  in  streets  where  it  had  occurred  the  year  before  ; 
one  at  Thornley,  in  dangerous  surroundings,  which 
would  certainly  have  produced  others  had  it  not 
been  removed  to  hospital  ; 4 at  Murton,  one  in 
a dirty  house  with  enclosed  yard  ; 2 in  very  clean 

houses,  not  in  any  way  connected,  and  another  very 
clearly  by  direct  infection  from  washing  the  soiled 
linen  of  one  of  them.  At  Wheatley  Hill  (Wingate) 
there  were  7 cases.  The  first  was  contracted 
outside,  the  second  was  in  the  same  house,  the  rest 
were  in  different  streets  and  had  no  connection 
with  each  other  ; and  except  one  fatal  case, 
associated  with  labour,  were  all  mild.  In  October 
there  were  6 cases.  A solitary  one  at  South  Hetton 
with  no  assignable  cause  ; 2 at  Thornley,  in  a clean 
street  and  with  no  reliable  history  in  one  case,  and  the 
other  pointing  strongly  to  typhus  ; two  mild  cases 
at  Wheatley  Hill,  in  different  streets  to  those  of 
September,  and  one  at  Kelloe,  free  from  local 
suspicion-,  which,  according  to  the  history,  might 
possibly  have  been  infected  outside  the  district.  In 
November  there  were  two  very  mild  cases  at 
Wheatley  Hill,  in  very  young  children.  In 
December,  at  Wheatley  Hill,  there  was  a very 
mild  case,  a child  aged  two  years. 

Analysis  of  the  year’s  incidence  shows  clearly 
that  the  first  seven  cases  arose  directly  from 
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infection  from  the  previous  year  ; and  excluding  the 
next  two,  as  undoubtedly  taking  their  origin  from 
outside  the  district,  the  first  cases  of  the  year 
really  generated  in  the  district  were  those  in 
September.  Half  of  these  were  at  Wheatley  Hill, 
which  place  is  responsible  for  more  than  one-third 
of  the  cases  in  the  district  during  the  whole  year. 


The  most  efficient  means  for  prevention  are 
removal  of  ashpit  and  privy  refuse,  and  a plentiful 
supply  of  good  water.  These  two  factors  have,  by 
defect,  operated  at  Wheatley  Hill  during  the  year. 
In  addition,  even  with  these  conditions  satisfactory, 
individual  house  cleanliness  is  a matter  of  equal 
importance,  and  it  is  more  clearly  shown  this  year 
than  previously  that  the  greatest  proportional 
incidence  has  been  in  dirty  houses. 

Continued  Fever. — This  disease  is  closely 
associated  with  enteric  fever,  and  often  mixed  up 
with  it.  It  is  gratifying,  therefore,  to  note  that  the 
incidence  for  the  year  has  been  OHO  per  thousand 
of  population  against  T07  for  the  previous  year. 
They  did  not  appear  at  any  particular  season,  but 
were  spread  over  the  year  generally,  and  were 
mostly  associated  with  subjects  of  low  vitality. 


Diarrhcea. — This  was  a markedly  diarrhoea 
year,  like  the  previous,  but  much  more  so.  Both 
adults  and  infants  suffered  alike,  but  to  the  latter 
mostly  was  it  fatal.  The  deaths  from  this  under 
five  years  of  age  are  94  per  cent.,  mostly  in  the 
month  of  September.  The  deaths  from  this  were  13*94 
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per  cent,  of  the  total  deaths,  against  4*35  the  average 
for  the  previous  sixteen  years,  and  is  the  largest 
on  record.  Although  this  high  infant  mortality  is 
due  to  climatic  conditions,  it  is  also  assisted  by 
improper  feeding.  Your  Council  have  acted  wisely 
in  ordering  that  printed  instructions  on  infant 
feeding  be  delivered  to  every  person  registering 
the  birth  of  a child. 

Puerperal  Fever. — The  proportion  of  cases 
to  births  was  0*80  per  cent.,  against  0*35,  the  average 
for  the  previous  six  years.  The  mortality  was  also 
higher,  being  81  per  cent.,  against  58.  This  disease 
is  generally  found  to  vary  with  diarrhoea  and 
enteric  fever  : the  increase  corresponds  with  those 
localities  where  enteric  fever  occurred. 

The  deaths  from  Phthisis  were  P27  per 
thousand  of  population,  and  from  respiratory 
diseases  2*85,  both  very  favourable  figures. 

For  the  prevention  of  infectious  diseases  the 
old  hospital  is  kept  exclusively  for  smallpox.  The 
new  Isolation  Hospital  is  kept  in  readiness,  with  a 
staff  consisting  of  a couple  as  caretakers,  a nurse, 
matron — additional  nurses  are  engaged  as  required. 
Disinfection  of  infected  houses  is  extensively 
performed,  and  disinfectants  are  freely  dispensed, 
gratuitously  ; printed  notices  are  distributed,  and 
infected  articles  destroyed,  when  advisable,  and 
compensation  made. 

- Sanitary  Work  Executed. — Besides  the 
efficient  maintenance  of  all  sanitary  works  under 
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the  control  of  the  Council,  your  Surveyor  has 
constructed  1,281  yards  of  new  sewers  at  the 
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following  places  : — 

Murton. — 160  yards  of  12-inch  pipes  ; part 
of  a drainage  system  for  an  estate  now  being  laid 
out  for  new  building  sites,  some  of  which  are 
begun. 

Trimdon  Foundry. — 280  yards  of  9-inch 
pipes  in  Lord  Street  and  Cuthbertson  Street,  to 
receive  the  contents  of  the  open  channels  by  means 
of  trapped  sinks  along  the  course. 

Wingate. — 60  yards  of  9-inch  pipes,  for  the 
renewal  of  an  old  and  imperfect  sewer  serving  part 
of  Sinker’s  Row  and  the  Front  Street. 

Old  Shotton. — 145  yards  of  8-inch  pipes  to 
improve  the  connection  between  the  outlet  of  the 
settling  tanks  and  the  water  course. 

Shotton  Colliery. — 196  yards  of  9-inch 
pipes,  to  receive  the  contents  of  the  open  channel 
in  Reading  Room  Row  by  means  of  trapped  sinks 
arranged  along  its  course,  and  also  to  remove  an 
objectionable  open  ditch  along  the  side  of  the 
highway. 

Easington. — 200  yards  of  9-inch  pipes,  to 
improve  the  drainage  of  some  old  property,  and  to 
connect  by  means  of  branch  drains  new  property. 
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This  empties  into  the  already  existing  sewer  system 
of  the  village. 

Wheatley  Hill. — 100  yards  of  12-inch  pipes, 
to  improve  the  540  yards  laid  down  the  previous 
year,  for  the  purpose  of  flushing  the  beck  with  pit 
water. 

Thornley. — 140  yards  of  9-inch  pipes,  to 
remove  the  contents  of  open  channels  in  Albert 
Street  and  Percy  Street,  by  means  of  trapped  sinks, 
and  also  slop  water  from  the  houses  in  those  streets. 

Ashpit  and  Privy  Accommodation. — This 
for  the  whole  district  is  now  almost  complete.  The 
addition  has  been  made  to  two  houses  at  South 
Hetton  and  one  at  Trimdon. 

New  Property. — Of  the  plans  submitted  to 
you  for  approval,  the  following  have  received 
consent,  as  being  satisfactory  : — 

Murton  Colliery,  42  new  houses  ; Sheraton 
Hill  Farm,  two  cottages  ; Seaham  Park,  4 cottages  ; 
Hutton  Henry,  one  house  ; Wingate,  two  houses  ; 
Thornley,  a Roman  Catholic  Church  ; Murton,  two 
institutes  ; Seaham  Colliery,  a bungalow,  subject 
to  five  years'  occupation  ; Easington,  27  dwelling 
houses,  and  22  temporary  wooden  houses,  subject 
to  five  years’  occupation. 

Insanitary  Property. — Statutory  notices, 
under  the  Housing  of  the  Working  Classes  Act, 


have  been  served  on  seventeen  property  owners 
for  52  dwellings.  No  closing  orders  have  been 
made,  as  either  the  required  improvements  have 
been  made  or  the  notices  have  not  yet  expired. 


47  written  notices  have  been  served  by  your 
Inspector  for  structural  defects,  and  85  notices  for 
the  abatement  of  nuisances  ; 173  verbal  notices 

have  been  given,  mostly  for  over-charged  ashpits 
and  choked  sinks. 

Scavenging  and  Refuse  Removal. — No 
extension  of  this  work  has  been  undertaken  by  the 
Council.  The  work  generally  is  done  satisfactorily 
and  the  scavenging  is  improved,  except  at  Wheatley 
Hill,  where  it  was  so  improperly  performed  that 
the  Council  exercised  their  powers  of  agreement 
and  cancelled  the  contract. 


Water  Supply. — The  scheme  for  a supply  to 
Monk  Hesleden  was  formally  opened  in  July  ; and 
that  for  Wingate  Lane,  Old  Wingate,  and  High 
Wheatley  Hill,  in  October.  Both  are  working 
most  satisfactorily.  The  houses  at  Wingate  Station, 
formerly  supplied  by  a polluted  pump,  are  now 
supplied  by  an  extension  from  Station  Town.  The 
Foundry  houses  at  Castle  Eden,  supplied  by  the 
Vicarage  Well,  have  had  the  supply  brought  by 
pipes  more  conveniently  near  to  them.  The  supply 
to  South  Wingate  is  still  deficient.  Your  Surveyor 
opened  out  an  old  well,  and  fitted  up  a pump,  but 
the  water  is  deficient  both  in  quantity  and  quality. 
Water  is  being  conveyed  there  by  cart,  and  a better 
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scheme  is  under  consideration.  The  Wheatley 
Hill  Colliery  water  is  good,  but  the  improvement 
of  the  distribution  is  not  yet  complete. 

Three  samples  of  water  have  been  analysed, 
one  of  which  was  very  suspicious,  and  two  positively 
bad. 


Butchers’  Shops  and  Slaughter  Houses. — 
These  have  been  regularly  inspected,  and  found  in 
good  order.  There  has  been  no  addition  to  the 
number. 

Cowsheds  and  Dairies. — There  has  been  no 
increase  in  the  number  of  these.  They  are  subject 
to  regular  inspection  for  the  enforcement  of  the 
bye-laws.  No  infectious  disease  has  been  found  in 
connection  with  any  of  them. 

Common  Lodging  Houses. — The  number  of 
these  is  the  same,  three,  all  at  Easington  Village. 
They  are  licensed,  and  regularly  inspected.  No 
case  of  infectious  disease  has  occurred  in  any  of 
them. 

Both  by  special  visits  and  systematic  inspection, 
the  condition  of  the  district  has  been  kept  under 
close  observation  by  your  officers.  They  have 
frequently  been  assisted  in  their  visits  of  inspection 
by  special  committees  of  the  Council,  particularly 
in  the  matter  of  drainage  schemes,  which  occupy  a 
considerable  share  of  attention.  This  is  becoming 
more  necessary,  not  only  on  account  of  the  import- 
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ance  of  this  branch  of  sanitary  work,  but  because 
at  the  present  time  so  many  rival  methods  of  sewage 
disposal — some  new  and  untried — are  offered  for 
acceptance. 


The  year’s  statistics  show  that  the  death  rate, 
though  much  below  the  average  of  many  years,  is 
slightly  above  that  of  last  year.  The  most  lament- 
able figures  are  the  deaths  of  children  under  one 
year.  Not  only  is  it  above  the  average,  but  it  is 
the  highest  record  of  this  district.  The  cause  of 
this  is  the  unprecedented  existence  of  summer 
diarrhoea,  causing  a mortality  amongst  infants  the 
highest  on  record.  Had  this  been  no  more  than 
the  average,  the  death  rate  would  have  been  the 
lowest  on  record.  High  diarrhoea  years  are  invari- 
ably accompanied  by  high  rates  of  sickness  and 
death  from  enteric  fever.  Turning  to  these  figures, 
we  find  them  very  much  the  lowest  on  record. 
This  fact  alone,  considering  that  enteric  fever  has 
been  very  prevalent  in  the  county,  is  the  clearest 
evidence  that  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  district 
stands  at  a high  level,  and  that  the  Council  has  not 
been  idle. 


Much  new  work  of  every  kind  has  been  done, 
in  addition  to  maintaining  in  good  order  existing 
works,  to  an  extent  that  is  satisfactory  in  a rural 
district. 

For  the  correction  of  Table  A,  there  were  6 
deaths  of  people  in  the  Workhouse  not  belonging 


to  the  district  ; 7 deaths  in  the  County  Asylum  ; 
and  7 in  hospitals  of  persons  belonging  to  the 
district. 

The  area  of  the  district  is  39,940  acres.
